BRYAN ACCUSED OF GRAVE ERROR 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Mexico City, Aug. 11—The message of the 
American state department, which John 
Lind, the personal representative of Presi- 
dent Wilson, has for President Huerta is 
ready for presentation. At least, a part o: 
the state department’s desires are expressed 
in @ document which was translated into 
Spanish today. 

Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the American 
chargé d'affaires, took steps today to ascer- 
tain whether‘the Mexican government would 
receive the communication. 

‘That it will do so there is little doubt, since 
it never has expressed unwillingness to ac- 
cept embassy communications and the re- 
ceipt of this message would not involve the 
reception of Mr. Lind or Dr. William Bayard 
Hale, who also is in Mexico on behalf of the 
state department. . 


Other Notes to Follow. 

All persons concerned in the presentation 
of the statement of the attitude of the United 
States government toward Mexico are reti- 
cent as to its character, but there is reason to 
believe that the first note, if it is accepted, 
will be followed by at least one othér and 
that the full import of Washington's sugges- 
tions or demands will be left for a still later 
stage. 

Mexican officials are uncommunicative re- 
garding the special mission of Mr. Lind, but 
unofficially their attitude of. noncompliance 
with any plan of interference on the part 
of the United States government has not been 


altered. 

Some hope of a change on their part was 
given today when: Frederico Gamboa, the 
pew secretary for foreign relations, said: 

“i have great faith in the reasonableness 
of the judgment of the United States, and 
I have the convictidn that the difficulties 
between Mexico and the United States soon 
will be adjusted.” : 

Arrival Devoid of Thrills. 

The arrival of Mr. Lind in Mexico City to- 
day was devoid of any thrills. When Mr. 
Lind, as the personal representative of Pres- 
ident Wilson, alighted from his train last 
night after a tedious day’s journey from 
Vera Cruz, there were only a few persons 
about the station who seemed curious to 
watch his movements. 

Mr. Lind was accompanied to the capital 
by Mrs, Lind. William W. Canada, the United 
States coneul at Vere Cruz, and Dr. William 
Bayard Hele, acting under instructions of the 
‘State department. | 

The party was received by Mr. O’Shaugh- 
Messy and Charlies E. Park, a mem- 
ber of the embassy staff. Many police 
guarded the approach to the station, but as 
the party was driven off to a hotel, where 
reservations had been made, the public gener- 
ally assumed an apathetic attitude. 


Opens Temporary Offices. 

Tater in the day Mr. Lind installed him- 
self in temporary offices at the United States 
embassy as unofficial adviser to the American 
chargé d'affaires. Mr. Lind paseed severa! 
hours in conference with the chargé 
@affaires, discussing the difficulties of the 
Mexican nation. 

Mr. Lind was an early riserithis morning. 
The sun had not mounted high over Popocat- 
@petl before he was astir. He took a stroll 


through the park in front of his hotel and’ 


down San Francisco avenue before the shut- 
ters Were removed from the store windows. 

A few hours later an embassy automobile 
tallied at the hotel and conveyed Mr. Lind 
to the embassy, where, to the accompaniment 
of the hammering of carpenters in adjoining 
rooms, where they were preparing the house- 
hold goods of Henry Lane Wilson, the former 
American ambassador here, for shipment to 
the United Stetes, the “adviser” entered 
Upon his duties. 

Dr. William Bayard Hale. who no longer 
hides his ideritity as the confidential envoy 
Of President Wilson, called at the embassy 
and held a long conference with Mr. Lind 
and Mr. O'Shaughnessy. 


Silent to Many Visitors. 

Mr. Lind had numerous callers today. A 
few of them were old friends who were de- 
Sirous of reviving oM acquaintance. 

Amcag Mr. Lind’s callers were several per- 
Sone whom he had never met and who eat- 
tempted by adroit questioning to elicit In- 
formation from him. One person questioned 
him concerning a big business deal. and aeked 
Mr, Lind whether he should continue with ft. 
An answer presumably would have involved 
& practical revelation of the character of Mr. 
lind’s message to President Huerta. The 
man received no advice.

CALLS GOV. SULZER 
UP TO SENATE BAR 
FOR IMPEACHMENT 


New York Assembly Will Vote 
on Resolution Today; Lead- 
ers Sure of Conviction. 


ADOPT FRAWLEY CHARGES 


Asserted Executive Used Campaign 
Funds for Personal Use and 
for Specu.ation. 


HOLDS TWO WITNESSES IN CONTEMPT 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 12.—2 a. m.—[Special.] 
—A resolution, introduced by Representative 
Aaron Levy of New York, majority leader, 
calling for the impeachment of Gov. Sulzer 
will be considered today. The resolution was 
introduced in the hope of immediate pas- 
sage, but a fight:on the part of Sulzer’s 
friends staved off action. 

According to the majority leaders, Gov. 
Sulzer will be impeached before the sun sets 
today. 

The vote to consider the Levy resolution 
came after a spirited debate over the Fraw- 
ley legislative committee's report, which was | 
adopted and which contains the charges on 
which the Levy impeachment resolution is 
based. 


Levy Introduces Resolution. 
The resolution as introduced and adopted 
calling for the first impeachment of a gover- 
nor of this state follows: 

Whereas, The joint legislative investi- 
gating committee has filed a report in 
the assembly on the llth day of August, 
1918, together with the,testimony an- 
nexed thereto, showing or tending to 
show that William Sulzer, governor of 
the state of New York, made a false and 
fraudulent report to the secretary of 
state, under his oath, as required by law, 
that the total contributions in aid of his 
campaign as candidate for the office of 
governor were $5,460 and no more; and, 

Whereas, In truth and in fact the 
amount was greatly in excess of said sum 

_ to the personal knowledge of said Sulzer, 
and such report further showing or tend- 
ing to show— 

That he converted to his own private 
use contributions given in aid of his said 
election for the purchase of securities or 
other private uses; 

That he engaged in stock market specu- 
lations at a time when he was governor 
and vigorously pressing legislation 
against the New York stock exchange 
which would affect the business of and 
prices on the exchange; 

That as governor he willfully and cor- 
ruptly made false public statements ad- 
vising and directing citizens to suppress 
evidence in reference to his unlawful use 
of contributions made to him for cam- 
paign purposes; and 

Whereas, He has otherwise corruptly 
and unlawfully acted or omitted to act, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That William Sulzer, govern- 
or of the state of New York, be and here- 
by is impeached for willful and corrupt 
conduct in office and for high crimes and 
misdemeanors. 


Fight Postponement of Action. 

After introducing the foregoing resolution, 
Assemblyman Levy asked that its considera- 
tion be postponed until today. This was 
agreed to. The motion was opposed by Mi- 
nority Leader Hinman, who had championed 
the governor's cause, and by Assemblyman 
Schapp, leader of the Progressives. Both 
Hinman and Schapp had led a losing two 
hour fight for postponement of action on the 
resolution to adopt the Frawley committee 
report. ; 

The fight in the senate over the adoption of 
the report was brief, the session lasting but 
forty-five minutes. 

During the, debate Senator Duhamel of 
Brooklyn accused the committee of ‘‘ appear- 
ing to have crucified” the governor. 

Senator Frawley, chairman of the investi- 
gating committee, Jumped upin his placeand 
exclaimed: 

‘When the senator makes the statement 
that this committee has crucified the gov- 
ernor he says what is not true. I want to 
say that no man in this state is more friendly 
to the governor than I——” 

Loud laughter in the galleries drowned the 
rest of Senator Frawley’s sentenca and the 
presiding officer rapped loudly for order. 

The light in the library of the executive 
mansion was burning low and the rest ofthe 
big house was dark when the assembly voted 
to receive the report. Gov. Sulzer, who had 
waited there all evening, heard the news over 
the telephone. He made no comment. 


Report Charges Against Sulzer. 

The conclusions of the Frawley committee, 
embodied in its report to the. legislature, 
are that Gov. Sulzer falsified under oath his 
campaign contribution account, diverted 
some of these contributions to the purchase 
of stock, speculated in stock at the time that 
as governor he was earnestly pressing legis- 
lation against the New York stock exchange, 
punished legislators who opposed him by ve- 
toing their bills, traded executive approval 
of bills for support of his direct primary 
measure, and did everything in his power to 
conceal proof and obstruct the Frawley com- 
mittee’s efforts to bring it to light. 

“We submit to the senate and assembly,”’ 
the report recites, “ that the facts stated are 
sufficiently serious in character and are so 
violative of the laws of the state and the 
rules of fitness for and conduct in high office 
that the public interests demand some action 
in reference thereto, whether through the 
exercise of powers of the legislature or by 
referring facts and evidence to other duly 
constituted officers charged with duties in 


respect thereof.”

WOMAN DIVULGES 
PLOT TO GET FUNK 


Mrs. W. C. Cunningham, 
Known as Marjorie Hamil- 
ton, Tells State’s Attorney. 


APPROACHED ON TRAIN. 


Mrs. W. C.- Cunningham, known also as 
Marjorie Hamilton, the “ Calendar Giri,” 
has made a statement to State’s Attorney 
Hoyne to the effect that prior to the filing 
of John C. Henning’s $25,000 alienation suit 
against Clarence S. Funk an attempt was 
made to induce her to become a party to 
a conspiracy to blacken Mr. Funk’s char- 


acter. 

Mrs. Cunningham has informed Mr. Hoyne 
that in July, 1911, while she was on a train 
bound for Chicago from Denver, a man whom 
she did not know suggested to her the idea of 
“framing up" on Mr. Funk with a view 
to blackening his character. 

‘‘He was about 45 years of age and wore a 
mustache,” said Mrs. Cunningham. et 
would surely know the man again if I were 
to meet him.” 


Rejects Stranger’s Proposition. 

After the stranger had made his proposi- 
tion Mrs. Cunningham indignantly rejected 
it. This, however, she says, did not end 
the matter. When she arrived in Chicago 
persons unkown to her continued for two.or 
three days to annoy her by calling her on the 
telephone. One of these persons represented 
himself as being the manager of a photo- 
graphic concern. He said he wanted to meet 
Mrs. Cunningham. In the course of the con- 
versation he uged the name of a man that 
had been used by the man who talked to 
rer om the train. 

Puzzled by what had happened and believ- 
ing that Mr. Funk was in some danger, Mrs. 
Cunningham arranged to meet Mr. Funk, and 
in hig office in the Harvester building and in 
the presence of a number of other men she re- 
lated her experiences. 


Mrs. Cunningham Talks. 

The text of Mrs. Cunningham's statement 
to the state’s attorney was not available last 
night, but a reporter for THE TRIBUNE lo- 
cated her at 753 Briar place, the home of Mrs. 
James R. Ward, whose guest she Is. 

“The incident,” she said, “ occurred ip 
July, 1911. It occurred on a train on which 
I was traveling from Denver to Chicago. 
Soon after we were well started on our jour- 
ney a man whom I had never seen before 
approached me, called me by name, and in- 
troduced himself. 

“te asked me if I knew Mr. Funk. I re- 
plied that I did not. He then went on to tel! 
me a story of his being wronged by Funk, 
and finally made the totally unfounded state- 
ment that I too, had been involved with him 
He then made to me the astonishing proposi- 
tion that we poo! our enmities and make 
common cause against him. He suggested 
we concoct some sort of a story about him 
and bring it into court. I was so amazed by 
the audacity of the man that he had got this 
whole proposition out before I could inter- 
rupt him. 


Turns Down Proposal. 
'“ When I did speak I told him that he was 
mistaken in his woman, that I knew nothing 
against Mr. Funk, that he had never wronged

Tells Story to Funk. 

“I was so puzzled by what had happened 
that I at last decided to talk to Mr. Funk 
about it. I called him on the telephone and 
made an engagement to visit him at his of- 
fice. There were several men there when 
I called. I told them in detail all that had 
happened. 

“ After that I diemiseed the whole matter 
trom my.mind. Nothing occurred to remind 
me of it until the Funk suit was filed. I 
knew then that another woman had accepted 
the proposition which I had rejected. I was 
satisfied that the Henning suit was based on 
perjury, and I called on Mr. Wayman, who 
wae then state's attorney, and told him @o. 
Subsequ< §itly I have been in cgmmunication 
with Mr. Hoyne’s office.’’ 


Henning Suit Filed Later. 
It was not until some months after this in- 
cident that Henning's suit against Funk was 
filed. At the trial of the $25,000 alienation 
suit Mr. Funk was able-so conclusively to 
show that the action was based upon per- 
jured testimony that the jury immediately 
returned a verdict of acquittal for him. Later 
evidence in Mr. Funk’s hands was adduced 
before the grand jury. That body, on the 
strength of this evidence, returned indict- 
ments against Daniel Donahoe, Henning’s 
lawyer; and Isaac Stiefel and Aileen Hepp- 
ner, two of Donahoe’s witnesses. :

/PULLMAN’S GIFT 
BROUGHT T0 LIFE 


| Board Soon to Use $1,200,000 
Bequest of 15 Years Ago 
for Trades School. 


GIRLS TO BE INCLUDED. 


The long expected Pullman Technical High 
school soon will become a reality. Residents 
of Pullman have waited for more than fif- 
teen years for the school for which George 
M. Pullman left a bequest of $1,200,000. 

The board which has charge of the fund 
and the control of the school will meet the 
lst of October to decide definitely on plans 
for the building. Prof. L. G. Weld, who is 
in Europe inspecting technical schools, wil! 
return in time for the meeting. Frank O. 
-Lowden, president of the board, yesterday 
received from the professor a letter mailed 
in Paris. After spending a little more time 
in France he will go to England and then 
return to Chicago. It is expected by that 
time the board will be ready to begin active 
work on the school. 


Forty Acre Tract as Site. 

Land for the building has been purchased. 
It will be located tn a forty acre tract on the 
north side of One Hundred and Bleventh 
street, between South Park and Indiana ave- 
nues. The land is directly opposite Palmer 
park. 

Just how much the school will cost has not 
been determined. The board decided the 
fund was not sufficient to erect and maintaih 
a first class technical school and it decided 
to invest the money until the principal woutd 
be sufficient. It is said that time is now at 
hand. 

There will be a number of buildings, so 
erected that the school can be enlarged. 
The cost of the original buildings probably 
will be betwen $400,000 and $500,000. It is 
planned to make the school eventually one 
of the finest of its kind in the world. 

The Pullman schoo! will be maintained on 
the order of the continuation schools of 
Burope. The idea of Mr. Pullman, it is said, 
was ‘0 take care of the children of his em- 
ployés who ordinarily left school at the 
eighth grade and took up some kind of an 
apprenticeship. 


Scope Greatly Enlarged. 

The scope of the school as it is now planned 
is far greater than originally. Mr. Pullman 
was thinking chiefly of a manual training 
in woodwork. It was to have been for boys 
alone. The school as it is now planned will 
take up the steel trades, steer cabinet mak- 
ing as well as wood cabinet making, and 
the iron and concrete trades. There prob- 
ably will be courses in cooking, sewing, and 
other household arts for girls. 

It was Mr. Pullman's desire that it be not 
connected with the public schools. It will be 
a free private school. According to the Pull- 
man will, it will be open only to the residents 
of Pullman or the children of employés of 
the Pullman company. Since Pullman has 
become part of Chicago, the present board 
probably will have to outline different re- 
strictions. 

The board membership consists of Frank 
O. Lowden, John S. Runnells, John J. Mitch- 
ell, Chauncey Keep, Norman B. Ream, and

TO SEE ‘‘HEARST PEOPLE” 


Ex-Mayor of Ottumwa Tells Story 
of Preliminaries to the 
$1,000,000 Contract. 


$1,000 “BROKERAGE” YET UNPAID 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Ottumwa, la., Aug. 11.—[{Special.]—Sworn 
testuymony bearing on the preliminary nego- 
tiations leading to the Chicago. election 
board’s hurried contract to purchase $1,000,- 
000 worth of Empire voting machines was 
secured here today by a subcommittee of the 
Batts legislative committee. 

T. H. Pickler, former mayor of Ottumwe, 
made an affidavit setting forth that he and 
two Ottumwa friends know H. W. Barr of 
the Empire company; that they agréed as 
‘brokers to put him in touch with a man 
Who in turn could acquaint Barr with the 
Hearst people ‘“‘ who were in power.”’ 


Advantage Would Be Mutual. 

Pickler in his affidavit also said Barr told 
him that if he [Barr] could meet the Hearst 
people under favorable circumstances he be- 
lheeved “the advantage would be very mu- 
tual.’’ ; 

Pickler's affidavit goes on to say that he and 
his Ottumwa colleagues made a contract 
with Barr for this “ brokerage work,” thae 
they now consider their part of the contract 
fulfilled; that they have not received the 
money—$1,500—a greed on from the Empire 
company, but that they have compromised 
the amount al §1,000, and expect that sum 
iw be paid to them. 

A copy of the contract was produced, and 
the Butts subcemmittee made it e part of the 
record of the voting machine inquiry, 


A. M. Lawrence Represented, 

The presence of the subcommittee here 
today was marked by a variety of incidents. 
The subcommittee is made up of Chairman 
Butts, J. H. Jayne of Monmouth, and R. J. 
Kasserman of Newton. Attorney Deneen; 
his assistant, James Whittaker, and John 
Collins, sergeant-at-arms of the commission, 
complete the official party. 

Willard M. McEwen, attorney for County 
Judge Owens, came here with several aids. 
Attorney Francis W. Walker of Chicago was 
also here. }He said hecame as the personal 
representative of Andrew M. Lawrence, pub- 
lisher of Hearst's Chicago Examiner. The 
entire party returned to Chicago on an after~ 
noon train. 

Ex-Mayor Pickler’s affidavit and the con- 
tract between the three Ottumwa men and 
the Empire company constituted the evi- 
dence secured here. J. K. Gray, formerly 
chief of police of Ottumwa, and Newton 
Arrison, former city clerk, were the other 
members of the local “syndicate” with 
Pickler. They declined to testify before 
committee, 


Attorney Tells of Threat. 

Lioyd L. Duke, present city attorney of 
Ottumwa, was before the committee, but re- 
fused to be sworn as a witness. He made a 
statement of record in which he said he had 
confidential relationship as attorney for the 
three Ottumwa men, the “brokers,” and did 
not deem it his duty to testify to anything 
while they were declining to testify. 

In his statement, Mr. Duke said he had 
conferred with Attorney Deneen for the com- 
mittee and with Attorney Walker, represent- 
ing Mr. Lawrence of the Chicago Examiner. 

Duke said Mr. Deneen understood his po- 
sition professionally, and that Mr. Walker 
had not suggested that he do not testify. He 
further said that Edward Marriott of the 
Chicago Examiner staff had come to his of- 
fice here in Ottumwa and had threatened to 
have him disbarred if he violated any pro- 
fessional confidences. He said he ordered 


Marriott out of his office and said he would 
throw him out if he, Marriott, did not go—= 


whereupon Marriott left. 

Charlies A. Walsh of Ottumwa, former sec- 
retary of the Democratic national committee 
and later a conspicuous figure in the Hearst 
Independence league of Chicago, did not ap- 
pear before the committee. He was quoted 
in a local paper as having been in Ottumwa 
on Saturday. 


Pickler’s Affidavit Part of Record. 

Pickler's affidavit was read into the record 
of the committee by Chairman Butts. It fol- 
lows: 

“I, Thomas H. Pickler, being duly sworn, 
on oath say that in view of the statements 
connecting my name with the Chicago voting 
machine contract I desire to make the follow- 
ing statement: 

" In this statement I Include all of the mat- 
ters with reference to said contract of which 
I have any personal knowledge and al! mat- 
ters in which I have had any connection, but 
do not intend to give reports to those things 
which have come to me through hearsay and 
in which I have had no part whatever. 

“TI bave known H. W. Barr, agent for the 
Empire Voting Machine company, for sev- 
eral years. During the winter of 1910 and 
1911 I saw him several times in Ottumwa and 
frequently talked with him about his buast- 
ness and other matters. 

“On one occasion during sald time I, with 
two mutual friends, met Mr. Barr on the 
street. We all engaged in the conversation 
that followed. 

“In the conversation Mr. Barr said he 
had been making an effort tp get a contract 
with the city of Chicago, and that ff he 
could negotiate such a contract it would be 
the largest deal he had ever engaged in. 
He further sald that he wished he knew « 
means of meeting the men in charge of such 
matters for said city, under such circum- 
stances as would secure a full considera- 
tion for the voting machine proposition. 

“ Be further said the Hearst people were 
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if power, and if he could get in touch with 
thé@@a under favorable circumstances he be- 
N@yeq the advantage would be very mutuai. 
— Buecested in reply that there was a citizen 
of our town who was the man, in my opinion, 
who could accomplish the purpose. 

“Mr. Barr replied that if we could intro- 
duce him to a man who could do what he 
fad reference to he would be willing to pay 
well for the service. The matter was then 
dropped with the understanding that when 
Mr. Barr should be ready*to start negotia- 
t}@Bo he would let us know if he desired to 
ac€hn suggestion. 

+ ae Barr notified us that he de- 
sired the assistance spoken of, and it was 
furnished, as we agreed, in response to gald 
née. At a later time the contract was exe 
cut@@, a copy of which is hereto attached. I 
thefr deemed the compensation earned. 

“No part has been paid to any of the parties 
referred to herein, but the Empire Voting 
Maehine company has acknowledged the 
debi. by a written contract with us and I 
fulfexpect payment thereon. 

‘“The above fully recites all of my connec- 
tiof with the matter. The reports that are 
now-current that the contract entered into 
by the city of Chicago is tainted with fraud 
is sed upon transactions alleged to have 
surred in Chicago, I know nothing of them 
personally and I know of no connection of 
any one in Ottumwa therewith. I do not 
deem it my duty to give under oath all con- 
versations of a more or less gossipy nature 
which I have heard relating to this matter. 
fhe public is entitled from me to those things 
éhly that I know in this matter and those 
fhings are above set forth.

Contract with Empire People.

A bucket brigade was organized and suc- 
ceeded in saving about a dozen cottages 
close by. 

The only accident of the fire was the falling 
from the roof of one of the cottages of Pat- 
rick Kroll, who received a gash over his left 
eye. Kroll’s injuries are not serious. 


Guests Out on Lake. 

The guests were not in the hotel at the time, 
many of them being ont on the lake while 
others were automobiling.

Only a few succeeded 
in saving their wearing apparel and jewelry.

STAR POLICE HERO 


Awarded Harrison and Tree 
Medal for Facing Negro 
Murderer Under House. 


SAVED MAN FROM MOB. 


Finds Desperado Pulled Trigger 
Twice, but Cartridsres 
Missed Fire. 


Patrolman James M. McDermott was offi- 
cially adjudged star hero of the force yester- 
day aftefnoon. The civil service commission 
awarded him the Harrison and Tree medal 
for 1912. This honor is the highest that can 
be given by the city to a police officer. 

One medal is given each year, and it signi- 
fies the recipient is considered by the mayor 
and other city officials to have performed the 
bravest act accomplished by any policeman 
during that year. 


Policeman Tells Story. 
As to the act itself, it would be well to 
led Patrolman McDermott tell about it. 
“To begin with,” he said, ‘ I'm surprised. 
Also, I’m happy. It makes me feel just 


like I did on the day I put on my first pair 
of long pants. 

‘“T was walking my beat along State street 
near Twenty-elghth on June 3 of last year 
when a man came running up and said a 
negro had been shot following a quarrel 
with another negro at Twenty-ninth street 
and Armour avenue. 

‘‘?T hustled over there and found the negro 
who'd been shot. He had been taken to 
a drug store. His name was James Law- 
son. Seems he had gotten into a quarrel 
with the other negro, Robert Haley, after 
kidding him about the way he had run from 
a fist fight the day before. Haley couldn't 
take a joke about it, and shot Lawson twice. 
Lawson died a day or two later. 


Mob Threatens Negro. 

‘‘T rang for the police ambulance and did 
what I could to make Lawson comfortable 
until it arrived a few minutes later. Then 
I started out to find Haley. I learned he had 
crawled under a house at 2828 La Salle strect 
andywas threatening to shoot any one who 
came near. 

‘‘Going around to the back, I got an ax 
and knocked away sone of the boards at the 
bottom of the house so I could squeeze in 
where my man was. The opening I had made 
gave enough light so I could see a little bit, 


there. I knew Haley was in one of them, 
and. on a ‘hunch’ I picked out one and 
crawled over to it. As 1 did so I heard a 
click, but at the time thought it was only a 
tin can Haley had stepped on. 

“I said ‘Put up yeur hands,’ and Haley 
an-vered out of the darkness ‘I've got ‘em 
up.” I then asked him where his gun was 
and he said he'd dropped it on the ground. 
So I crawled over, nabbed him, and then 
picked up his gun and took him outside. 
There was a crowd there wanting to'lynch 
him by hanging him to a telegraph pole, but 
I managed to get him into a patro! wagon, 
which came up in a few minutes. 


Finds Cartridges Missed Fire. 

“On examining the gun at the Cottage 
Grove avenue station we found in it one 
exploded shell and two unexploded ones. 
But there were marks from the hammer on 
those that hadn’t been fired. You see, the 
gun had been clogged with dirt when Haley 
crawled under the house and didn’t close 
properly. I guess the click I heard was 
Haley trying to drop me. He afterward was 
tried for the murder of Lawson and got fif- 
teen years in the penitentiary. That was 
all there was to it.” 

Patrolman McDermott has been in the po- 
lice department for twenty-one years, and 
is connected with the Cottage Grove avenue 
station. He is married and has one son, John, 
and one daughter, Mary, both of whom at- 
tend south side schools. The family home is 
at 4833 Wabash avenue

Schneider has been stubborn to date, but

Faith’s Story of Murder. 

“Schneider told me he went to Logue’s 
office prepared for anything,” answered 
Faith. “‘He said he had-a revolver in his 
coat pocket and told Logue he had some 
jewels to sell. Logue pulled the shades and 
when he turned around he looked in the 
muzzle of a revolver. Logue then said, ‘I'm 
a poor merchant and have no jewels that 
you want.’ Schneider replied, ‘I’m going to 
take it, anyway.’ Schneider thought Logue 
was going to shout, so he shot him, Logue 
fell between Schneider and the safe. 

“ Schneider told me he then dragged Logue 
under a cabinet or desk.. Logue continued to 
moan, but Schneider was afraid to fire an- 
other shot, and so he stabbed him a number 
of times. Then he got away.’ 


Locked in Different Station. 

Immediately after Judge Rafferty granted 
the continuance the prisoners were whirled 
away to different police stations. 

On the afternoon of Dee. 20, an hour or 
so after the murder, Schneider phoned to 
Faith: 

‘Watch the papers.”’ . 

Faith's little court speech was not exactly 
@ surprise for Schneider; and if it had any 
effect at all it merely increased the lat- 
ter's sullenness. He had been given plenty 
of notice that Faith would “ peach,” and 
though Schneider branded Faitheas “an 
unmitigated liar,’’ he made admissions that 
Indicate Faith Knows what he is talking 
about. 


Wife Brought Into Case. 

For instance, Faith told Assistant Chief 
Schuctiler that he had planned the robbery 
with Schneider, and then got “ cold feet,”

The detectives are 
hopeful, however, of getting somewhere on 
their present clews. 


Tells of Trip to Chicago. 

“Mrs. Barnum sold her home to Russell 
for $18,000,’" said Cowan, “‘ and a short time 
later when he realized trouble was brewing 
he induced Mrs. Barnum to accompany him 
and his two accomplices out of, Rochester. 
They stopped at several big cities.on their 
way west, but I was close behind and was 
able to reach Mrs. Barnum at the Majestic 
hotel. She has been in good hands ever 
since. I know Russell was here as late as 
last Friday and I expect to cause the arrest 
of the three before the end of the week. 

“So far I have been able to recover 89,300, 
Mra. Barnum is not penniless, but I hope to 
be able to implicate one of her close relatives 
before I get through.

SLAYER BAND SUSPECTS TAKEN 


WHEN SLEUTHS TRAIL WIVES. 


Men Wanted for Killing Two During At- 
tempt to Hold Up Peru, Ill., Mine Pay- 
master Captured After Long Chase. 


Again the trail of women hasled detectives 
to the solution of a holdup of the Jesse James 
type which resulted in the murder of two 
men. Four. men in widely separated parts 
of the United States are being held for requi- 
sition papers. 

The wives of two of thé men and the sweet- 
heart of the other led detectives to the hid- 
ing place. They are charged with shooting 
two employés of the Illinois Zinc company 
of Peru, Ill., on May 29 last. The killing 
of the men followed an attempt to rob the 
paymaster of the zinc company of $6,000. 

The -men under arrest are Joe Sciuto, Max 
Spangaolo, Sam Serasusd, and-George. Gar- 
dini. Mabel Lee, sweetheart of Gardini, is 
also in custody. — 

Detectives Joseph Cahill and George De- 
mar of Assistant Chief Schuettler’s office 
were ussigned to the case, in which the 
McGuire & White-agency- was also at work. 
The two mén who had been in Chicago, Max 
Spangaclo and Sam ‘Serasusa, left a.few 
hours before Cehill and Demar reached their 
hiding places. 

Then began a watch of the houses. Ina 
few days the wives of the two men left and 


Cahill trailed them. He landed in San Fran-* 


cisco two weeks ago. He arrested Serausa. 
Spangaolo was arrested by other detectives 
in Los Angeles. 

The remaining two men were arrested in 
Illinois and lodged in-the jail at Ottawa.

DEEP UNDER CITY 


Explosion That Scares Cabaret | 
Patrons Brings Death to 
Man in Sub-Basement. 


FIREMEN GROPE IN DARK. 


Crawl Into Freight Subway and | 
Rescue Penned Workers 
from Peril. 


A cabaret singer yesterday afternoon was 
shouting “ O! You Million Dollar Doll!’ and 
more than 100 men and women were wielding 
knives and forks, presumably en rapport 
with that ballad. Suddenly something hap- 
pened way down underneath the roots of the 
building and made everybody pause just as 
they were long enough to draw a full breath. 
It began with a smothered “‘ thud” that 
seemed to shake the big skyscraper in which 
the restaurant is located. Then the build- 
ing seemed to give a twist and a long drawn 


out groan. After that came silence. 

The North American restaurant diners got 
up from their seats with a start. Musicians 
came down from their stand. Most of them 
stood and looked at each other. A few ran 
out into the street. In other parts of the 
building elevators halted where they were 
when the first shock had come. The lobby 
was filled with people who knew nothing 
had happened. They didn’t know what. 


Groans Follow Steam Puff. 
A puff of steam came.welling up from the 
sub-basement, Then, anether, then a cioud, 
With the cloud eame indistinctly something 
that sounded much like groans. 

Two or three people at the same moment 
became impressed with the necessity of sum- 
moning the firedepartment. A hose cart and 
an engine jangled into the street in front 
of the restaurant, A half dozen fremen in 
slickers and. helmets dismounted from the 
hose cart and descended silently and by 
devious ways down deep into the caverns un- 
der the skyscraper. Their progréss was slow 
because the electric lights needed in these 
depths even in daytime were all out. 

At the entrance to the boiler room, which 
is in the lowest of the sub-basements, they 
were halted by a stifling wall of hot vapor. 
The wail stopped them, but the sound of 
men’s cries within called them on. The 
sounds came from far back in the boiler 
room and from a hole in the floor of the sub- 
basement, which seemed to open into still 
profounder deeps under the skyscraper’s 
foundations. 


Braves Scalding Jet. — 

A fireman, pressing forward into what 
seemed to be a simmering white caldron, 
discovered that the steam was shooting 
across the wide boiler room fn a single hiss- 
ing, scalding hot jet. He avoided the jet 
and passed around it. 

He reactied the hole from which the cries 
had issued. He found two menatthe bottom 
of it lifting a third into a car. It was an 
entrance to the Chicago freight suDWway. The 
fireman on his hands and knees shouted @ 
question to the group in the shadows below. 

‘Dunno what the trouble is,”’ one of the 
men replied. “The fireman called up our 
dispatcher at station No. 1 and said the boller 
blew up. He’s hurt bad. We're taking him 
tsa hospital’ There’s another one of them 
up there, and maybe more.’ 


Stumbles Across Body. 

Crawling about in the basement, the fire- 
man, now joined by two or three of his com- 
rades, stumbled across the body of another 
,man. He was groaning and only half con- 
‘ scious, but the firemen dragged him out to 
fresh air, where he said he was William 
Blliott, a coal shoveler, of 738 South Cali- 
fornia avenue. An ambulance rushed him 
to Practitioners’ hospital. He died there last 
night. 

When the firemen returned to the boller 
room they explored the floor again without 
finding any one. Sounds, however, came to 
them from rooms leading off from. the sub- 
basement in which they were. In one of these 
rooms they found John Heaney. the chief 
enginere, and R. D. Tapp and Gunard 
Gleinburg, two of his employés, crouching in

ACCUSES BRYAN OF ERROR. 
BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
Two sensational charges developed today in 
connection with the Mexican situation. 
One; which was preferred by Senator 
Smith of Michigan at the White House 
conference on Saturday night between the 
president and senate foreign relations 
committee, was to the effect that Secre- 
tary Bryan virtually recognized the 
Huerta government on April 8 last, 
subsequently corrected his action. 
The other was by the president, who 
alleged the existence of an pee 8 
‘desire—proceeding from sources unknown 
to him—to bring on a war between the 
United States and Mexico. It was 
mated that this desire was aided by cer- 
tain newspapers. 


_ Wilson Admits Bryan Error. 

It became known today that when the presi- 
dent was asked by Mr. Smith in reference 
to the action of Secretary Bryan, he prompt- 
ly replied: 

“That was a mistake of Mr. Bryan.” 

The secretary’s face flushed. Before being 
permitted to make an explanation he was 
forced to admit the charge was correct. 

From all that can be learned in reference 
to Mr. Bryan's error, it appears that on the 
date named, Mr. Bryan sent directly for the 
Mexican chargé d'affaires, who represented 
the Huerta government. His action in re- 
questing that official to call in iteelf was a 
form of recognition. Added to this pro- 
cedure, however, Mr. Bryan asked the chargé 
to arrange for the recognition of the govern- 
ment cf China, headed by Yuan Shih Kai. 

Senator Smith said Mr. Bryan had asked 
Huerta to recognize Yuan Shih Kali, “a man 
infinitely more blood stained and infirtely 
more traitorous ” than the Mexican general. 


Calls Wilson Policy Weak. 

Nor was this the only criticism made 
directly to the president by the Michigan 
senator. He tol Mr. Wilson that his policy 
was just as disappointing as was that of 
President Taft. The course of both adminis- 
trations he described as “ weak.” 

When the president had completed his ex- 
planation of the situation and what he pro- 
posed to do about it, Mr. Smith expressed the 
opinion that he had no plan at all.

CARRIES PROOF OF “LOBBY.” 

San Antonio, Tex., Aug. 11.—[Special.]—Ar- 
turo M. Elias, inspector of the Mexican con- 
sular service and chief of the Mexican secret 
service in the United States, will leave here 
tomorrow morning for Mexico City, where 
he will place before President Huerta and 
the cabinet ministers a report covering con- 
ditions in the United States. 

Among other things, he Says he has evi- 
dence of what he calls an “ insidious war 
lobby’ in Washington now being formed 
by the rebel element of the republic. 

Just what the character of this evidence is, 
Sefior Elias would not say, but he admitted 
he is carrying south, or has already sent 
ahead of him, a bag or two containing type- 
written manuscripts, all of which comes 
under the head of “ evidence.” 

For the greater part this is more or less the 
transcript of communications which have 
come to the attention of authorities employed 
by the Mexican and United States govern- 
ments in investigations into revolutionary 
activities in this city, along the border, and 
other sections of the United States. 


ASSAILS. WILSON POLICY. 

LONDON, Aug. 12, 3 A. M.—The Daily 
Chronitle in an editorial today says it con- 
siders President Wilson’s demand that Pres- 
ident Huerta renounce the presidency of 
Mexico a curious.experiement in foreign di- 
plomacy, and one scarcely likely to be carried 
through easily. 

‘A proud race like the Mexicans, and the 
president with a fairly strong backing,”’ the 
editorial says, ‘“‘are very unlikely to sur- 
render, and we doubt if the United States 
would really care to face the stupendous task 
of reducing Mexico by force of arms. Mr. 
Wilson’s demand for a general election al- 
most borders on the ludicrous, because there 
is no such thing in Mexico as an election by 
ballot, as the ballot is understood in great 
democratic countries.’’

‘His influence tn the promotion of Sar- 
ecky to an important and lucrative position 
in the state hospital commission as deporta- 
tion agent—substituting an inexperienced 
young stenographer for an experienced 
physician in that position—could only be a 
reward for Sarecky’s silence in protecting 
the governor from damaging disclosures. 


Asserts Accused Falsified. 
‘Gov. Sulzer made a false public state- 
ment when on July 30, 1913, he said that he 
was away campaigning and -that he did not 
know of the campaign contributions omitted 
from his sworn statement. The Elkus check 
was indorsed by Sulzer personally and he 
acknowledged the letter of Elkus transmit- 
ting it as a campaign contribution. 
‘We submit to the legislature that it was 
false when William Sulzer swore that he 
had received only $5,460 of campaign con- 
tributions and that he did so with full 
knowledge that he had received in amount 
many times that sum and had converted the 
same to his private uses; that he used con- 
tributions given to aid in his election for 
the purchase of stocks in Wall street, which 
he or his agents still hold; that he has been 
engaged in stock market speculations at the 
time that he as governor was earnestly 
préssing legislation against the New York 
stock exchange which would affect the busi- 
ness and prices of the exchange; and that 
there was evidence before this committee to 
sustain a finding that as governor he hos 
punished legislators who opposed him by 
vetoing legislation enacted for the public 
welfare and has traded executive approval 
of bills for support of his direct primary and 
other measures. 


Has More Evidence.

HID BABY DEATH 


Father of Acid Slain Infant 
Says He: Was Told Child 
Was Alive and Well. 


NURSE’S MISTAKE FATAL. 


Rubbed Body of Victim with 
Carbolie in Belief It Was 
Alcohol. 


W. Levinsky, a grocer whose place of busi- 
ness is at 124% South Kedzie avenue, yes- 
terday gave testimony before a coroner's 
jury, sitting at the Maomonides Kosher hos- 
pital, at 1515 South California avenue, but 
his new born baby had been killed at that 
institution through the mistake of a nurse 
who bathed the infant’s body in carbolic acid 
instead of alcohol. 

Levinsky also alleged that the attaches of 
the hospital had endeavored to deceive him 
as to the time of the child's death. 

The Levinsky baby was born Saturday 
afternoon. As is customary it was taken 
in charge by a nurse. This nurse, accord- 
ing to Dr. M. A. Wiesskopf of 1914 South 
Ashland avenue, who attended Mrs. Levin- 
sky, applied carbolic acid to the child’s body 
instead of alcohol. The child lingered un- 
til between 4 and 6 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing, when it died. 


Got False News Over Phone. 

“I called on the telephone at 8 o’clock 
Sunday morning and was told that my baby 
was well,’”’ Levinsky testified. ‘It was only 
a short time later that the hospital authori- 
ties notified me that the baby was dead. 
They said it died at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. They wouldn't give me any informa- 
tion when I called Saturday night. I learned 
later that the baby had been burned with 
carbolic acid, but they didn't tell me that 
when they told me ofits death. The nurse 
told my wife that the baby had been given 
wrong medicine.”’ 

When a TRIBUNE reporter called at the hos- 
pital yesterday he found the entrance to the 
room where the inquest was being held 
guarded. 

“This is not a public hearing,’ sald Supt. 
Fine tothereporter. ‘‘ The publicis exchided 
and your presence is not wanted. We'll take 
care of this little affair ourselves.”’ 


Guard Bars Admittance. 

An attempt to pass through one of the 
doors leading to the room met with resist- 
ance from one of the guards, who threatened 
to call the police. 

“No one goes through here without an 
order from the superintendent.”’ he called 
with an oath. “* We’re running this hospital 
to suit ourselves, and no help from the out- 
side is needed. I have my orders from the 
superintendent, and I'll stick to them until

Huang Sing, leaders of the recent Chinese 
rebeilion, both of whom arrived in disguise. 

The government was at first disposed to 
refuse them permission to land, but eventu- 
ally consented, in view of the fact that if 
they were deported to China, where a price 
was set on their heads, it meant their arrest 
and death.

GENERAL STRIKE OVER ITALY 
CALLED FOR IN MANIFESTO. 


Many Arrests Made by Officials in Effort 
to ‘Check Walkout Turning Into Po- 
litical Revolt. 


MILAN, Italy, Aug. 11.—The eighth day of 
the general strike in Milan was spent by the 
leaders chiefly in organizing a national gen- 
eral strike, which was proclaimed today. 
They found their task more difficult than they 
expected, however, as important sections of 
the workmen are opposed to it on the ground 
that it would be disproportionate to the ob- 
jects sought by the local workmen. 

Even in Milan some of the strikers returned 
to the factories today. These cases caured 
several clashes with strikers picketing the 
factories. All the striking bakers returned 
to work today. 

There is a great display of troops in Milan 
and the authorities are showing energy in 
repressing attempts at disorder, even em- 
ploying the customs guards. Many arrests 
are being made, especially of anarchists, who 
are charged with incitement to civil war.

The appointment of Mr. Lind as a per- 
sonal representative of the president was 
a means of escape from embarrassment and 
of placing in Mexico City a man who could 
be relied upon to obey instructions without 
opposing them or giving them other direc- 
tions. ‘ 

It may be doubted if President Wilson 
expected Mr. Lind’s mission to have an im- 
mediate effett for the better in Mexican 
affairs. From Lind and Hale he, no doubt, 
hopes to obtain information upon which 
plans may be made accurately. Undoubt- 
edly he knew that)there was a possibility of 
bringing Mexican hostility to a head against 
the United States and of provoking war, but 
the peaceful arrival of the American envoy 
in Mexico justified the acceptance of that 
possibility.

SEASONAL DISEASES. 


N the summer time there is a great 
increase in the diseases of the intestines. 

It is the beginning of the typhoid season. 

In addition, a great many grown people 
have spells of diarrhoea of a few days’ 
duration. These spells are not much talked 
about, since they occasion few deaths, and 
the illness occasioned is not severe. Never- 
theless the sum total of suffering and in- 
capacity is exceedingly large. 
These diseases are prominent in summer 
because they are food diseases, and food 
spoils quickly in summer time. 
reason is that flies, so important in spread- 
ing diseases, abound in summer time.

To these reasons Dr. North adds another 
in a recent article in the American Journal 
of Public Health. 
In the summer the blood distribution dif- 
| fers from that of the winter. 
Vessels of the stomach and intestines are 
distended with blodd, and those of the skin 
and lungs get less than their share. 
in summer the vessels of the skin and 
lungs are distended with blood and the 
stomach and intestines do not get their 
The blood must flow freely to the 
skin and lungs, because a lot of heat must 
be radiated, and getting rid of heat is not 
easy in hot weather. 
Now there is just so much blood, and too 
much blood in one place means too little in 
When the intestines do not get 
their full share of blood they are easily in- 
Blood is a good protecting sub- 
stance. Much of it means a high degree of 
protection; little of it means less protection. 
Iollowing out this reasoning, whatever 
increases the amount of blood in the intes- 
tines will decr@ase the danger of infection. 
KKeeping the skin cool increases the amount 
of blood in the intestines.

It has been proved that, quite apart from 
spoiled food, babies do best in cool climates, 
in cool weather, in cool rooms, and ia cool 
The Germans, Lieffman and Linde- 
man, contend that whenever the tempera- 
ture of the air goes over 74 babies begin to 
develop summer complaint.

OUNTESS HERMANN VON WEDBDL, 
who is reported to be dying in a 
sanitarium at Breslau, where she has 
been confined for some years past, suf- 
fering from incurable mental infirm- 


ity, is of half American and half Belgian 
parentage. 

She attracted some attention thirteen years 
ago by the publication at Brussels of an ex- 
tremely silly book entitled ‘My Relations 
with Emperor William II.,” which she en- 
deavored in vain to get printed on this side 
of the Atlantic.

Prior to her marriage she was known as 
Emily Berard, and managed to inveigie into 
a wedding ceremony the late Count Hermann 
von Wedel, elder brother of Count Charles 
von Wedel, who is the governor of Alsace- 
Lorraine. 

The union was regarded as being to such@n 
extent a mesalliance by the count’s family 
and at the court of Berlin that he foun&it . 
difficult to remain in Germany; was forced 
to retire from the army and to take up his 
residence in Switzerland. 

The couple did not remain long together. 
In fact, the count left her aftera few months, 
and immediately took steps to obtain a di- 
yorce, regretting, too late, the mistake which 
he had made in allowing a name so honorab!e 
as that of his house to be dragged in the 
gutter and to be misused in the half world 
in Berlin and Viénna. 

He secured his freddom from her several 
years before the accession of Emperor Wil- 
liam to the throne, and at the time when the 
-present kaiser commenced his reign had al- 
ready been married for at least eighteen 
months:to his second wife, now his widow.

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In spite of the divorce it was found impos- 
sible to prevent the woman from styling her- 
self the Countess Hermann von Wedel, and, 
thanks to this, she every now and then man- 
aged to get men who were ignorant of her his- 
tory and devoid of brains and of knowledge of 
the world entangled in her toils, being re- 
peatedly on this account expelled from Ger- 
many and Austria. : 

Although she had never been a member of 
the court of Berlin, or indeed of any other 
court, ber Mfe in the German, Austrian, and 
French. capitals being that of a demi-mon- 
daine, she waa, like La Paiva at Paris dur- 
ing the closing years of the reign of Napoleon 
LI1.° afflicted with “* folies des grandeurs.” 

Whether she ever met the present kaiser 
prior to his accession is extremely doubtful. 
But to judge from her book, ‘* My Relations 
with William IL,” one would be strongly 
disposed to disbelfeveit.

Indeed, the whole book {s a masg of utter 
nonsense, and it is difficult to understand 
why the German and Austrian governments 
should have considered it worthy of being 
forbidden in their respgctive territories.

New Yorker 
of the name-of Alfred Gurphey, and, as she 
declined to return to her husband, he was 
obliged to divorce her and was awarded the 
custody of the two children of the union. He 
is new married to the widowed Mrs Adrian 
Ross.

The ex-Lady Vivian for a time lived with 
Alfred Gurphey and them went on the stage 
with Fanny Ward in Marc Klaw’s Production 
of Jerome K. Jerome’s “Fanny ang the 
Servant Problem,” at the Aldwych theater in 
London.

DIES IN HOSPITAL 


Editor of Woman’s Section of 
“The Tribune” Passes Away 
Suddenly at Council Bluffs, 


DEATH IS UNEXPECTED, 


Had Been on Staff of This Paper 
During Last Four Years; In 
Newspaper Work Since 1902, 


Miss Mary Eleanor O'Donnell, editor of 
the woman's section of Taw TrRisuNE, died 
yesterday morning in Mercy hospital at 
Council Bluffs, Ia. 

The direct cause of death was an abdom- 
inal trouble which was not discovered until 
too late for surgical treatment. The first 
symptoms of ill health appeared in the early 
summer, and Miss O’ Donnell planned a vaca- 
tion trip to Alaska, believing that the change 
of air and surroundings would restore her. 
On Jtly 9 she left for Seattle, joining there 
two traveling companions, also employés 
of Tue Trisune. She made the trip to 
Alaska as planned, but was unable to leave 
her berth. Upon her return to Seattle she 
was taken to a hospital, but in a few days 
expressed the desire to return to Chicago, 
where she arrived on July 29, going directly 
to Columbus hospital. 

Dr. Effie Lobdell and Dr. W. A. Evans were 
called in and it was then the serious na- 
ture of the illness was known. As her 
mother, Mrs. John P. O’Donnell, was unable 
to travel to Chicago, the patient, accom- 
panied by Drs. Lobdell and Evans, was taken 
to Council Bluffs. 


Wrote Special Articles. 

Miss O'Donnell was born fn 1882 and wasa 
graduate of St. Francis academy at Council 
Bluffs. She also studied at the Universities 
of Iowa and Pennsylania. When only a little 
more than 20 years old she became known as 
a sociological writer, going abroad on spe- 


cial investigation work for a syndicate of 


newspapers, and writing special articles for 
various magazines. From 1904 to 1906 she 
was editor of the woman’s page of the Phil- 
adelphia Press, afterward writing for the 
woman's syndicate section of the Philadel- 
phia North American. -Later she became 
editor of the Designer and associate editor 
of the Delineator. Four years ago she joined 
the staff.of THE TRIBUNE. 

For the last two summers she had been a 
guest at Atlantic City of Miss Lillian Russell, 
and she counted Marion Harland as one of 
her closest friends.

ON CURRENCY BILL 


Caucus of House Democrats 
Results in Rout of Meas- 
ure’s Opponents. 


HOPES TO WIN SENATE. 


* President Firm Against Proposal 
Made by Reynolds and 
Other Bankers. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.|— 
Developments today disclosed the adminis- 

tration in complete control of the house of 
representatives on currency legislation, and 
indicated an early passage of the bill in the 
shape favored by President Wilson and his 
advisers. 

In the first session of the caucus of house 
Democrats on the bill as framed by the Glass 
committee the insurgents proved to be in a 
hopeless minority. Led by Representative 
Henry of Texas, the radicals made a 
Stand at the outset for a caucus open to the 
press, but were defeated, 119 to 63, the latter 
number being far in excess of the number 
opposed to the bill itself. 

The indications are that the caucus will 
recommend the passage of the bill by a ma- 
jority so overwhelming as to discourage fur- 
ther opposition. 

Hopes for Senate Success. 

President Wilson was encouraged by the 
Showing of the administration strength, and 
fs confident a similar situation will be dis- 
closed in the senate. He is disposed to make 
reasonable concessions to the views of the 
business interests, but he is “dppdsed. to 
transferring the initiative of currency poli- 
cies from the federal reserve board to the 
advisory council of bankers. - This proposal! 
was made by George M. Reynolds of Chi- 
cago and other western bankers. 

The president objects to this plan on the 
ground that such a provision would nullify 
the purpose to establish government control 
of the currency system. The administration 
representatives in congress will not consent 
to this concession under any circumstances. 
They are disposed, thowever, to concede the 
modification of the reserve requirements 
suggested by.Mr. Reynolds and his associ- 
ates. 

It was said at the White House today thet 
the bill in its present shape is satisfactory 
to the small bankers of the country. Hun- 
@reds of letters, it was stated, have been re- 
ceived from small bankers urging immediate 
passage of the bill. The only, remaining op- 
position, according to the White House, 
emanated from the powerful banking influ- 
ences of Wall street. 

Stand by One Amendment. 

The debate in the caucus disclosed that the 
insurgenis stand no chance of amending 
the administration bill in any essential par- 
ticular. They evidently plan to muster all 
their strength behind what are known as 
the Ragsdale-Henry amendments, which pro- 
vide that currency shall be issued on ware- 
house receipts rel ~senting corn, wheat, and 
cotton, and possibly other staples. 

This was indicated in a number of questions 
put to Mr. Glass today by the members of the 
banking committee who voted against the 
bill when it was referred to the caucus. The 
plea of those who support the Ragsdale- 
Herry amendments is that in the proposed 
legislation ‘“ something should be done for 
the farmers.”’ 

It is proposed that the farmers shall be. 
zared for through the medium of an aménd- 
ment requiring federal banks to iseue cur- 
remcy on warehoure receipts up to about 50 
per cent of the products used for such pur- 
pose.

Senator Hollis of New Hampshire, Demo- 
erat, took time to flay the cotton manufac- 
turers of New England. He asserted that 
New England had not been discriminated 
against, and characterized as false the 
charge that tariff reduction would ruin the 
textile industry there. 


Hits Cotton Manufacturers. 

“The cotton manufacturers have taken 
the highest protection and paid pauper 
wages,” he said. “ They are compelled by 
statute to work humane hours and conduct 
their business on humane lines, and not one 
has voluntarily rediiced the hours of labor. 
“They seek to.control the government to 
prevent labor legislation, escape just taxes, 
to ¢ontrol the police and inferior courts, and 
secure military aid for the suppression of

Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
With a view to reducing the prevalence of 
intestinal troubles, particularly in children, 
arising from unclean milk, the department of 
agriculture issued a bulletin today containing 
instructions on the proper care of the fluid 
in the home. 
‘No matter how carefully milk is handled 
between the farm and the home, or in how 
pure a state it is delivered at the domestic 
icebox, it quickly can become an undesirable 
food if carelessly handled in the home,”’ the 


statement says. ‘‘ Milk that is left for only 
a short time in summer heat may become 
unfit for use. 
** Milk must be kept cool to prevent the 
bacteria already in it, and which may get 
in it by accident, from multiplying to a point 
where the milk is undesirable. 


Put on Iceat Once. 
‘*‘ Milk should be taken into the house and 
put in the refrigerator as soon after delivery 
as possible. If it is impossible to have the 
bottles of milk put immediately in the refrig- 
erator, provide on the porch a box contain- 
ing a lump of ice. 
“In planning a house, arrange to have the 
refrigerator set in the wall with an opening 
on the outside. It is always possible to pro- 
vide locks for these boxes, or refrigerator 
doors, and supply the milkman with one key.

“The milk should be kept in the original 
bottle and the boitle left in the refrigerator 
until needed.

the cap is removed. Remove the cap with 
asharp pointed instrument, so as nou to push 
the cap down into the milk. 

“Once a botile is opened it should be kept 
covered, both to keep out: dirt and bacteria 
and to prevent the absorption of undeeirable 
odors. 

“The original cap should not be replaced. 
Instead place an inverted cup or tumbler 
on top of the bottle. 

“The milk should be used from the bottle 
as needed, and any unused milk should not 
be returned to the bottle after having been 
poured into another vessel. 

“Do mot let milk stand in a warm room on 
the table any longer than is necessary. 

“Do not place milk in a refrigerator com- 
partment with onions or other food having 
a strong odor. 

** Before returning the bottles to the milk- 
man, wash them first in cold water and then 
in warm water.”’

Blazing of the first direct automobile trail 


from Chicago to Yellowstone park will be 
begun today when the party leaves Chicago, 
under the auspices of thd@ Chicago, Blark 
Hills, and Yellowstone Park Highway asso- 
ciation.

He caused a stir when he said he had been 
informed by Mrs. Dettling, mother of one of 
the wronged girls, that if the child's assailant 
was not speedily tried she would take the 
law tnto her own hands. He also said Mrs. 
Dettling hed informed him threats bad been 
made to her that her child would be taken 
from her if she persisted in pushing the pros- 
ecution. 

He read a long list of organizations that 
had written him commending his action and 
assuring him of support in his efforts to farce 
the state’s attorney to act. Among those 
who approved his course, he said, was a police 
captain who asked that his name be not used. 


Sees Police Handicapped. 

Lyle then digressed a moment to praise tho 
police and to charge they are handicapped 
by politicians who intercede for criminals. 
He told of an incident where an alderman 
had sought to have a judge release a man 
who had been fined. 

“Who is the alderman?’ 
shouted. 

Lyle started to give the name, but was 
urged by others not to do so. Lyle said he 
would make the name known to the inquir- 
ers later when he was urged to speak only 
on the failure of the state’s attorney to try 
the assailants of the two girls.

Dr. Quayle Replies to Bell, | 

Dr. T. P. Quayle of Lake Forest, an officer 
of the Lake County Law and Order league, 
replied to Mr. Bell as followa: 

“Mr. Bell in his reply attacks Mr. Annen- 
berg of Tue. Trisune and attributes this 
agitation td the attack of a newspaper on 
him. It might appear differently from an- 
other viewpoint. 

* He says he can’t try the child cases be- 
cause they are bail cases, but when an as- 
sault was made on a party of investigatérs 
who were doing Mr. Hoyne’s duty in expos- 
ing gambling and one of the assaulting party 
was shot, then Mr. Hoyne finds occasion for 
hurried action.

Bell Wants to Speak Again. 

Following the passage of the resolution 
Mr. Bell was on his feet. He sat at the rear 
of the church with Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Case and Rube Judin, Hoyne’s messen- 
ger, in a pew near the door.

Bell Shakes Clenched Fist. 

Bell punctuated his declaration by ewing- 
ing a clenched fist toward Mr. Davis,

on Bell's arms. The two men grappled on 
the platform.

Mr, Lyle and Mr. 
mounted the platform and grasped Bell about 
the body, just in time to prevent Mr. Davis 
from being pusked from the platform by his 
larger adversary, Bell.

PARADE OF HOST COMES TODAY 


(BY A STAFF OORRESPONDENT.} 
Denver, Colo., Aug. 11.—[Special.]—One 2 
weeks old baby today took command of a 
commandery of Templars, attended the his- 
toric ritual, and compelled the submission of 
knights whose deeds in politics and other en- 
deavors are among the notable achievements 
of Colorado, 

Tonight the Illinolg knights are mourning 
because the “‘ blessing from heaven"’ that 
dropped into the laps of Pueblo commandery 
while en route to Denver did not fail to thete 
lot. 

Her name is Puebla Commanderie Reber, 
and her adopted mother, Mrs. W. F.. Reber, 
is the wife of the superintendent of Pueblo’s 
traction system. 

Former Gov. Alva Adams discovered the 
little stranger in the commandery’s special 
car, peacefully slesping and with this note 
pinned to her cloak: 

“ Kindly take care of this two weeks old 
girl, as I am unable to. If the finder will 
insert an ad in the Denver papers five years 
hence I will pay him or her $500."’ 

The commandery chaplain, standidg under 
an arc of drawn swords, conducted the 
baptism under a hastily improvised ritual 
in the parlor car. 


Knights Arrive by Thousands. 

The day’g proceedings did not wholly re- 
volve around the baby, as several thousand 
additional knights and families arrived in 
Denver, including the majority of the Chi- 
cago and Illinois delegations. 

It is estimated 45,000 visitors will be here 
when the grand parade atarts tomorrow 
morning. 

Tonight the late arrivals paraded the 
streets between receptions apd marveled at 
the electrical display. The majority of the 
Chicagoans generously admitted it exceeded 
that of three years ago in their own city. 

An additional surprise was sprung this 
evening when a 160 foot giant cross flashed 
into view 600 feet in the air. Every giobe 
was red, and its general appearance was that 
The cross was attached 
to a gas balloon. . 

Outside of their Colorado hosts the Tem- 
plars of Illinois will admittedly make the 
banner showing of the conclave. There are 
about 1,500 knights and 800 women here. 


Eighteen Commanderies in Denver, 

Altogether there are representatives of at 
least eighteen commanderies in Denver, 
though but eleven have separate parties. 
Even Apollo sent a half dozen after aban- 
doning two gpecial trains owing to an at- 
tempt to hoist hotel rates above contract 
price. 

Illinois elso is the only state outside of 
Colorado which will have an entire division 
to itself in tomorrow's parade. Grand Com- 
mander William L. Sharp is marshal, and 
has secureti nine bands. 

The Chicago commanderies made @ great 
showing on and after their arrival by reason 
of their marching ability and their exquisite 
sartorial tastes. Veterans of dozens of heated 
grand parades almost wept with regret as 
they viewed the Beau Brummels of St. Ber- 
nard commandery in their white flannel suits 
with heavy black braid. 

The cream colored uniforms of Englewood 
goothed the eye and the person. 


St. Bernard’s Evolutions Applauded. 

St. Bernard arrived with 150 knights and 
fifty women and its regimental evolutions 
aroused appiause. Sir Knight Julius Schwarts 
alarmed the entire party en route. He 
thought it was appendicitis. It wasn’t; so he 
can perform with the drill corps on Wednes- 
day and endeavor to repeat the first prize 
triumph of 1907 at Saratoga, the last time 
St. Bernard drilled. 

Chicago deluged parasols on Denver, the 
women folk of St. Bernard, Chicago, and 
Columbia commanderies appearing with them 
and correcting the prevalent local opinion 
that the sun shines only in Colorado. St. 
Bernard is in charge of Robert J. Hercock, 
eminent commander, and has the distinction 
of parading eleven past commanderse—F. C. 
Roundy, captain of the drill corps; George

Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.}— 
Two congressional committees pounding 
away at the testimony of Col. M. M. Mul- 
hall, for ten years lobbyist, strikebreaker 
and general field agent for the National 
Association of Manufacturers, failed today 
to make any impression upon the structure 
Mulhall had built up through his letters and 
testimony. 

Col. Mulhall was before the house commit- 
tee all day, while James A. Emery, general 
couns’ for the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers and Mulhal!l's immediate superior 
officer for nearly seven years, was before 
the senate committee in the morning. 


Sought Industrial Board Controk 

The most important admission drawn from 
Emery was that the National Association 
of Manufacturers had seven candidates for 
the nine places on the industrial commié- 
sion, created through the efforts of their 
dearest enemy, Willlam Hughes, then rep- 
resenting the Sixth New Jersey district in 
the house. 

Of these seven candidates presented to 
President Tafi, two, Fred C. Schwedtman 
and Senator Sutherland of Utah, were nomi- 
nated. All failed of confirmation with other 
Taft nominations in the closing months of 
his administration. 

Among the other candidates advocated by 
the National Association of Manufacturers 
and whose names were submitted to Presi- 
dent Taft were Senator Smoot, Representa- 
tive Moon of Pennsylvania, Dr. Nicholas . 
Murray Butler of New York, Prof. J. Lau- 
rence Laughlin of Chicago, A. B. Farquahar 
of York, Pa., John Thix of Detroit, and 
James Bryce of Battle Creek, Mich. 

“You tried to pack the commission, didn’t 
you?” Senator Reid asked. 

“No, sir, we thought we had a right to 
make suggestions, and I @on't think fairer 
men could have been found;"”’ Mr. Emery re- 
plied. 


Points in Mulhall Testimony. 

Here are some of the high points in the 
testimony of Col. Mulhall before the house 
committee: 

1. By way of substantiating his charge 
that the national council for industrial de- 
fense is little more than a “paper” or 
“dummy” organization he testified that 
they had no initiation fee nor regular mem- 
bership fee. 

2. H. E. Miles of Indiana was the only 
prominent worker for a tariff commission 
who favored downward revision, and ‘Mr. 
Miles, chairman of the tariff commission 
committee of 100, virtually was driven out 
of town because of his convictions. 

8. Muihall was successful several times in 
preventing a quorum in the labor committee 
when the eight hour bill was tin danger of 
coming ort. 


Tells of Tariff Commission. 

4. It was the purpose of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, according to Mul- 
hall, to. control the tariff commission by 
having friends and members appointed to it. 
Miles and Schwedtman were candidates. 

5. The National Association of Manufac- 
turers, according to Mulhall, brought about 
a working agreement as the result of which 
Representative Bartholdt of Missouri and 
other “ wet" legislators agreed to support 
the Littlefield anti-pilotage bill and bring 
it out of committee if Littlefield would keep 
his bill regulating the interstate shipment 
of liquor in the judiciary committee. 

Representative Bartholdt in a letter to the 
committee asserted that “ never have repre- 
sentatives of the National Association of 
Manufacturers exercised or attempted to ex- 
ercise any influence over me or my actions, 
but I am frank to gay that when in the cam- 
paign of 1910 my vote against exempting 
labor organizations from the operation of 
the She: man law,was made an issue againgt 
me by certain labor agitators, and a black- 
list circulated by them in my district os 
which my name appeared, I brought this 
fact to the attention of the St. Louis execu- 
tive committee of the association, and I was 
informed that because of my courageous 
vote I would have their moral support on 
elections, but that was all.”’ 


Was Friendly to N. A. M. 

“Was Mr. Bartholdt’s attitude toward 
measures in which the National Association 
of Manufacturers was interested influenced 
by the friendship of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, or was it the natural 
attitude of a lawyer and a legislator?” Rep- 
resentative Garrett asked Mulhall. 

“He was friendly because political influ- 
ence could be brought to bear on him tn hig 
district,”” replied the witness, who stated 
that he received this information from mem- 
bers of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers in Bartholdt’s district. 

Representative Russell then read into the 
record an interchange of telegrams between 
Mulhall and James A. Emery which showed 
how thoroughly the higher officials of the 
National Association of Manufactu’ ers were 
cognizant of Mulhall’s operations. The one 
to Emery signed by Mulhall! and dated Feb. 
19, 1910, was as follows: 

“No quorum. Democrats ali prwent. Re- 
publicans all absent except chav inan. Gard- 
ner did fine. Rainey, Illinois, made yiolent 
tirade. Will meet again Tuesday, 11 a.m.” 

To which the replay signed by Emery, 
Gated the same day. was: 

“ Yours received. Congratulations on evi- 
dent good work. Let me know if situation is 


changed in any way.”

of Modern Pathology.” 


ONDON, Aug. 11.—Dr. Paul Bhriich of 
Frankfort-on-the-Main was introduced to- 
day by Sir Malcolm Morris to the interna- 
tional medical congress as "the greatest 
exponent of modern pathology in the civil- 
ized world,” Sir Malcolm said Dr. Ehrlich had 
‘brought into the treatment of venereal diseases 
a knowledge of synthetic chemistry that had 
revolutionized the ideas of treatment. 

Dr. Ehriich was accorded a reception which 
lasted several minutes before he was able to 
speak. The chief point of his address was the 
urgency of treating venereal diseases as soon as 
they made their appearance. 

Lieut. Col. T. W. Gibbard of the British 
army medical corps remarked that the use of 
Dr, Ehrlich's remedy in the British army had 
resulted in sufficient money saving to keep a 
battalion of infantry in hospital for three 
months. 

“Two thousand fresh cases of venereal dis- 
ease,” he said, “are admitted to the British 
army hospitals every year. It may safely be 
assumed that by the use of Dr. Ehriich's rem- 
edy 70,000 or 80,000 days’ service of the men is 
saved. I have not had a fatality in over 3.000 
injections, but Dr. Ehrlich’s remedy should be 
used only by those who understand it,”

The subject of compulsory Jjnsurance for 
working men was warmly discussed by the con- 
gress. Sir John Collie, a member of the gov- 
ernment advisory committee, told about the na- 
tional insurance act, which provides prétection 
for workingmen against sickness, infirmity, and 
old age. 

“The greatest trouble in administering the 
new law seems to come from the inclination of 
many workers tO sham sickness,"" he _ said. 


r“ Some special precautions for the prevention of 


this malingering will probably be necessary, 
The vast majority of those who sham iliness 
are persons of poor physique, especially women. 
Thousands of the insured women are wholly un- 
fit for work and will be permanent beneficiaries 
of the sickness penefit funds, 

“An infinitely targer class than the out-and- 
out shammers consists of patients of pessimistic 
temperament and mental cowardice, and the 
proper supervision of these on the part of the 
doctors will save many millions to the nation. 
The question of malingering resolves itself into 
a battle in which the doctors will generally tri- 
umph.”

The famous Piltdown* Skull, recently discoy- 
ered and now reposing in South Kensington mu- 
sum, was the object of a pilgrimage today by 
the anatomical section of the congress. Some 
scientists assert that the skull was wrongly re- 
‘constructed and a model has been made and ar- 
ranged according to their tdeas that gives a 
brain capacity larger than that of the ordinary 
man of the present century instead of the ape- 
like form originally attributed to it, 

Most of the scientists agree that the skull 
represents the man of 300,000 years ago, although 
some contend that the skull dates back only 
150,000 years. The question considered by the 
anatomists today was whether prehistoric man 
had the brain power of the man of today or was 
half man, half ape.

Dr, John Ridlon of Chicago contributed a pa- 
per to the orthopedic section dealing with the 
mechanical treatment of tubercular joints. He 
expressed the belief that few caseg of hip dis- 
ease required operative treatment of any kind.

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To Show Library Models Abroad. 


Working models of the branch library sta- 
tions and reading rooms of the Chicago public 
library will be shown at the international ex- 
hibition of book and graphic art to be held in 
Leipzig, Germany, in June, 1914, according to 
action taken at the annual meeting of the di- 
rectors of the public library last evening. ? 

The action of the board relating to the exhi- 
bition was:taken after the report of Dr. Max 
Henius, vice president of the boara, who has 
just returned from Europe. While in Leipzig 
he was asked to have the Chicago Ibrary rep- 
resented at the coming international exhibi- 
tion. 

The board appropriated $500 for the pro- 
posed exhibition and for books, magazines, 
and other things necessary in the work. 

“The exhibition,” said Dr. Henius, “ will go 
far in showing the world the extent of the 
Chicago library's operations, It also will at- 
tract attention to Chicago as a book and liter- 
ary center.” 

Librarian Henry E. Legler reported the cir- 
culation of the library during July to have 
been 207,218 volumes. He also‘reported that 
there are 521,870. volumes now ‘on hand. Mr.

Tickling a Shark to Capture Him. 

Tickling a shark in order to make the fish 
amenable to capture is a singular practice 
among the natives of the island of Tahitt. 
Peering into the clear water, where you can 
see to a depth of four or five fathoms, you 
catch a glimpse down among the sea ferns 
and coral cups of the long, lithe tail of a shark, 
and of a huge pectoral fin that sways con- 
tinually with a sidewise motion and sends 
up little ripples to the surface. 

The native diver picks up a coll of cocoa- 
nut fiber with a slip noose already tied in 
it, seizes a knife in his teeth, and quietly 
slips into the water. It is done with won- 
derfull skill. The native keeps close to the 
reef and pulls himeelf down through the 
water by means of the sea growths till he I!s 
right over the waving tail. Slowly a black 
hand stretches out, and starting behind the 
pectoral fin, begins to stroke the sea tiger. 
There is a faint movement of the body, and 
the fin sways more rapidly. 

Again the hand moves forward, and as it 
strokes the .on, the other hand leaves the slip 
knot hanging loosely near the spread of the 
tail. Then the native comes quietly to the 
surface, and the spectator breathes freely 
again. The sail is set, the steersman takes 
his place on the outrigger, and the diver in 
the bow, with a yell of “Hula!” pulls hard 
on the rope. 

The shark splashes about in wild frenzy 
for a moment or two, and then settles down 
to a tour of the lagoon. Twice he circles 
about and the canoe plows along with the 
water bubbling and frothing at the bow, where 
the keen eyed native intently Watches the 
tightened rope. Suddenly it slackens, and the 
diver goes over the side like a flash with a 
knife in his hand. A minute later the native 
scrambles back into the canoe. He then tows 
the shark to the beach and measures him.

It’s not so small 
compared to a village, but of course it’s” foth- 
ing compared to Chicago. About three months 
ago I realized that the work I was doing for the 
Home Workers’. Market Place was really paying 
me, instead of being only a sort of plaything. 
Then I thought, ‘If this is good for me, it’s 
surely too good to be kept selfishiy.’ Anéd.so I 
told all of my friends what I was doing. I was 
so proud of the success that I had had that I 
couldn't keep the good news to myself.

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Blueberry Muffins. 


HE muffin is a great favorite in some fam- 
ilies, perhaps because it is such @ near 
relative of cake. A little more sugar and 
no more, or even less, butter may be 
added to the muffin batter to change it 

into a batter for the tea cake, To this tea cake 
or wuffin batter may be added blueberries to 
make the biueberry cake or the blueberry 
muffin. 

The blueberry muffin seems to be in high 
favor this season, and now that the price of 
berries has dropped 10 cents a box, and may 
come down 7 cents more, the economical can 
affcrd this dainty bread. 

A box of blueberries will go twice as far as 
the same amount of any other berries. 


-_e 

A blueberry muffin batter should be sweeter, 
a little, than that for everyday muffins. It is 
difficult to get the blueberries into it without 
breaking them, but they may be floured as are 
‘Taisins, lightly, 
layerwise, They need to be firm, otherwise 
even the little manipulation of the batter after 
they have been put in will break them. 

A cup of berries is usually added to one cup 
of milk batter, but a less quantity makes a 
good muffin, and there is less likelihood of the 
berries being massed in one place. 

What shall we use, baking powder, cream tar- 
tar and soda, or soda and sour milk for our 
muffins? There is not a grain of doubt but 
that a soda and sour milk muffin has more

flavor, and a better, than those made any other 
way. But-a great number of people are afraid 
of soda, of getting more flavor from it than is 
desirable. But much less soda is required than 
baking powder, and there is no good reason 
why a bread made with it should ever be over- 
yellow or over-flavored with soda. The ideal 
muffin is one made with soda and sour cream, 
or half cream and half sour milk,

BLUEBERRY MUFFINS WITH SOUR MILK 
—One egg, one-half a cup of sugar, a large 
pinch of salt, one @p of sour milk (if possible, 
half sour cream), two cups of flour or a little 
more, according to whether the brand is one 
that swells much or Httle (even two cups is 
too much with some flour), and one even tea- 
spoon of soda. Beat the egg, add the sugar 
and beat the two together; add thé milk; stir in 
the flour, in which the soda has been sifted; 
add the butter lightly melted, and twuen the 
blueberries. 

This is the easiest way to put together a bat- 
ter, and it is the most. economical, for if butter 
and sugar are worked together first, the egg 
must be. beaten in a separate bowl, and there 
is some loss when they are put together. By 
adding the butter last, melted in one of the 
muffin places, one can in this way thin a batter 
that may be a bit thick just enough. 

The recipe given by Mrs. Janet McKenzie 
Hill can always be relied upon if one wants to 
use baking powder, but for the blueberry muffin 
most people like about twice as much sugar as

she allows. She gives the recipe for twin 
mountain muffin and then says: 

“To the mixture for twin mountain muffins 
add at least one cup of blueberries.’ Her recipe 
for the first named is ag follows: 

TWIN MOUNTAIN MUFFINS (Mrs. Hill).— 
One-third of cup of butter, one-fourth of a cup 
of sugar, one-fourth of a teaspoon of salt, one 
egg, three-fourths of a cup of milk, two cups 
of flour, four teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Cream the butter; add the sugar gradually, then 
alternately the egg beaten and mixed with the 
milk and the flour sifted with the baking pow- 
der. Bake in a hot roll pan about twenty-five 
minutes, : 

This extra care {gs needed sometimes, but 
there are people who can put a set of simple 
ingredients like this together in any Way they 
choose and get the best possible effects. Some 
people think sifting .the sugar and flour to- 
gether is of the greatest help, and others be- 
lieve that the flour should be sifted as many 
times for muffins as for the finest cake. Surely 
the daintier the muffin ig the moré it is en- 
joyed, and the little extra work does not seem 
to courrtt if it is nearly or quite perfect.

Ali modern recipes in giving spoonfuls mean 
even spoons, but some of the old recipes meant 
heaping, or three times as much, so that four 
teaspoons of baking powder is not such a 
great quantity. Yet one even teaspoon of soda 
will often do the same work. For baking pow- 
der biscuit some cooks even use six even tea- 
spoons for a cup of milk ‘and two cups of. flour.

Drought Unrelieved in the 
Southwest; Bulls Give Mar- 
ket. Active Support. 


The wheat market was firmer at the close 
yesterday, finishing unchanged to ‘%c higher. 
The late strength in corn, with reports of 
light offerings from the country, were fac- 
tors, and after a little decline early there was 
not much preseure on the market. Commis- 
sion houses were fair buyers of wheat. Locals 
did most of the selling. 

Traders had little inspiration from abroad. 
Cables were unchanged to %d up from Liver- 
pool, %c off from Paris, and %c down at 
Budapest. Antwerp and Berlin were un- 
changed. Better weather was reported in 
Russia, while the crops in France have beer 
comparatively poor in many sections. 
World's shipments were 12,800,000 bu and 
there was an increase in on passage stocks of 
1,736,000 bu for the week. The demand for 
cargoes at Liverpoel was reported fair. 

Big Gain in Visible. 

The visible supply increased 3,868,000 bu for 
the week and the total is now 41,545,000 bu, 
compared to 18,083,000 bu a year ago. Local 
stocks increased 1,111,000 bu. Kansas City. 
stocks showed a gain of 1,772,000 bu for the 
week. Receipts here were 458 cars, with 94 
cars inepected yesterday. Primary arrivals 
were 2,226,000 bu, against 2,105,000 bu a year 
ago, and northwest points had 229 cars, 
against 274 cars a year ago. 

Clearances for the day were 1,198,000 bu. In 
the cash market there was a moderate de- 
mand for wheat, but on the other hand of-

-I. C. Gifford had a late message from 
Omaha saying the Nebraska crop of corn had been 
damaged beyond the hope of recovery, and there 
was nothing optimistic about the reports from 

ansas or Missouri. Iowa had good rains and 

ere was also considerable precipitation in north- 
ern Illinois.

‘**Tt may be a little early to think about Sep- 
tember liquidation, but in my opinion it will be 
well for the longs ih September wheat to take ad- 
vantage of the hard spots as they develop,’’ said 
Brosnahan of Logan-Bryan. ‘‘I believe there is 
a large scattered long interest in wheat, espe- 
cially September.
